Nashville, Tenn. March 22.—A small 
ball of yarn, lighted and thrown by a 
boy into dry grass in a vacant lot 
started a conflagration in Hast Nash- 
ville at noon today whiéh was not un- 
der control until late this afternoon, 
after thirty-five residence blocks had 
been swept by the fire. The loss is 
eee at $1,500,000.

gutted, among them the Tulip Street 
Methodist church and the Edgefield 
Baptist church. 

The Cumberland river separates the 
fire-burned section from the business 
district of Nashville. | 

Tonight it ts estimated that at least 
3.000 persons are homeless as a result 
of the fire. 

National Guard on Duty. 

One hundred members of the nation- 
al guard of Tennessee, called out by 
Governor Rye, went on duty in the fire 
zone late this afternoon and will re- 
main there throughout tonight and for 
several days to aid in relief work and 
prevent looting. 

A call was issued this afternoon for 
citizen guards, and Al Menah patrol 
of Nashville Shriners volunteered at 
once. They are on watch tonight, co- 
operating with the national guards- 
men. 

One negro is known to be dead as 
a result of the“ fire, and it is reported 
that other persons were also killed. 
These reports could not be verified to- 
night, but a search for the bodies will 
probably begin tomorrow. A number 
of persons were injured. 

Pitifal scenes were everywhere in 
evidence tonight. The fire broke out and 
spread with such suddenness this aft- 
ernoon that members of several fam- 
ilies have been separated. Several men 
were vainly looking for their wives to- 
night and parents were seeking their 
children. It is believed that most of 
these will be located in homes of Nash- 
vilie residents, where the stricken peo- 
ple were taken after the fire. 

Thrilling Rescues Made. 

Thrilling rescues were made. Several 


women were saved by men who risked 
their lives by rushing through the 
flames. 

Eight hundred youngsters were in 
classes in Warner school, the second 
largest grammar, school of the city, 
when the flames leaped into that block. 
The teachers continued the lessons and 
not until after sparks had set fire to 
the window sashes and the cupola of 
the building were the children dis- 
missed. They made their escape safely, 
but many of them had to pass through 
the fire zone in order to get home. 
Later in the afternoon, the school 
building burned to the ground. 

The home of the Little 8 Sisters of the 
Poor was burned to the ground and 
most of the inmates are in hospitals 
tonight suffering from the shock of 
their narrow escapes.

Given Good Water Pressure. 
‘At the first alarm the fire depart- 


ment answered the call with most of 
the available apparatus. Zode Smith, 
of the city water department, at once 
placed two extra shifts on at the water- 
works to furnish extra pressure: One 
reserve was kept on hans job the rest 
of the nigtt. 

All the houses were occupied by 
white people. No one was injured, as 
the fire started just after supper, when 
all the occupants were awake. The 
flames were first discovered by M. V. 
Ogles, watchman for the lumber com- 
pany. He stated that he had just gone 
to the office, and, looking out of the 
window, saw the flames in the cut- 
off saw room.“ When he got there the 
fire had gained such headway he was 
not able to put it out. He turned in 
the alarm and succeeded in getting the 
books and papers out of the office. 

The plant and houses burned like 
powder. All the lumber was dry and 
the flames, whipped by the high wind, 
rapidly swept through the block. One 
or two trains on the tracks near the 
street had to stop for several minutes 
because of the smoke and flames. 

Large Croyd Assembles. 

Wires were down in all directions 
and one of the largest crowds that ever 
witnessed a fire quickly gathered. The 
fire had desen confined to the one block 
shortly after the arrival of the de- 
partment, and at 9 o’clock had been 
practically extinguished.

The Russian war office also of fſeial- 
Ty announces the capture of Ispahan, in’

official report received by way of 
Rome and London says that the Aus- 
trians have abandoned Czernowitz, cap- 
ital of Bukowina. 
Bad weather again has broken over 
the Austro-Italian front, but it has not 
put a stop to the violent bombardments. 
The Austrians have delivered surprise 
attacks with infantry against Italian 
positions at various points, but these, 
according to Rome, have everywhere

saw the grass in flames and a few mo- 
ments later this fire, encouraged by 
the wind, curled into the rear of the 
Seagraves planing mill, at First and 
Oldham, eating its way into a pile of 
shavings. 

The mill was soon ashes and the 
flames then turned southeast with the 
wind and raced into an extensive bot- 
tom, occupied ‘entirely by negroes, who 
had huddled together there in a dense 
settlement of small houses. This set- 
tlement lay in a triangle with the tip 
at Main and Fifth streets. When the 
flames reached the tip of the triangle, 
they broke into two rivers of fire, one 
flowing east on Main street to Seventh 
street, and the other down Fifth to- 
ward Shelby avenue, 


. Two Rivers of Flames. 


When the Main street stream of fire 
reached Seventh and Main streets it 
turned south on Seventh, running par- 
allel with the raging torrent of fire 
on Fifth street. These two rivers of 
flames swept south to Woodland street, 
then to Russell street, then to Father- 
land, then to Boscobel, then to Shelby, 
also sending out connecting rivers of 
fire into the two blocks between Fifth 
and Seventh in all the § intersecting 
streets. 

The stream of fire, „ ee 
Fifth street, did not go further on 
Fifth than Shelby, but turned the cor- 
ner at Shelby and went southeast on 
that street to Seventh, where it joined 
currents with the other stream of fire 
from Seventh street, and the two raced 
on nee through what is known as 
the “Eighth street bottom,” to Ninth 
and Sevier streets. The streets in the 
„bottom“ which were swept by the 
fire were Sylvan, Sevier and Pitts. 

In the meantime all the engines of the 
Nashville fire department had been 
fighting desperately since the early 
news of the fire in an effort to stem 
the tide. The wind toyed with the fire- 
men and made their fight a hopeless 
one. Streams of water which the fire- 
men turned toward the burning houses 
were lifted aside by the wind which all 
the while was stirring the conflagra- 
tion into a tremendous furnace. 


Made a Terrific Din. 


The drive of-the wind, the falling of 
walls and the screaming of frantic

The heat from the burning buildings 
was so terrific that faces were scorched 
as people passed through the streets. 
One of the fire engines caught fire and 
was consumed in a Httle while. 

Citizens formed bucket brigades in 
several sections and selecting pivotal 
houses, constantly poured water on the 
roofs and sides of the residences and 
on the burning embers which were be- 
ing hurled among them,. 

Ambulances had been called to va- 
rious sections of the fire zone, and the 
injured were hurried to the hospitals. 
Citizens raced to the scene in autos 
and all of the homeless who would go 
were carried to central portions of the 
city. Residents in all sections of the 
city were ordered’ to put out fires in 
their etoves and furnaces, for fear that 
another fire might start while the en- 
gines were engaged in East Nashville. 


City Stirred to Depths. 


Tonight the city was stirred to its 
depths. The flag on the state capitol 
building was at half mast.

Berlin, March 22.—(Via London).—The 
Tages Zeitung, Tagelische Rundische 
Post and Kreuz Zeitung publish the 
following _manifesto on their first 
pages: 

“In view of the treatment which the 
resolutions now before the reichstag 
regarding war against commerce have 
experienced, owing to officially inspir- 
ed utterances, we feel ourselves com- 
pelled in harmony with a great num- 
ber of leading German newspapers to 
make the following declaration: 

“The political events of the last few 
days have evoked in the German people 
apprehension of important events. 
Grand Admiral yon Tirpitz is looked 
on by our nation not only as aman whose 
energy and creative force ‘brought 
to glorious realization the words 
of our emperor that a strong fleet was 
an urgent necessity for us, but at the 
same time, as the German statesman 
who first and most clearly recognized 
England’s purpese to destrby her peace- 
ful German rival, and who was deter- 
mined to meet this purpose with all 
the force and by ruthless employment 
of all means at our disposal. 


At One With Von Tirpitz. 


“The overwhelming majority of our 
people feel themselves therein at one 
with the creator and organizer of our 
navy. Although the people repose un- 
shakable trust in the supreme com- 
manders, apprehensions are widespread 
that the retirement of the grand ad- 
miral is connected with his attitude on 
this question; and statements of news- 
papers whose connection with govern- 
mental circles is known have confirm- 
ed this interpretation. 

“It is our conviction that it is the 
urgent demand of the hour that ground 
for these apprehensions be fully’ re- 
moved. The resolutions before the 
reichstag offer a suitable occasion for 
this. Therefore we welcome ne 
olutions and reject, as constitutionally 
ungrounded, the criticism prematurely 
meted out in respect to them: by offi- 
cially inspired organs. We voice the 
inmost feelings and dearest wishes of 
a wide cirgle of the German people 
when we give expression to the hope 
that the leaders of the empire will give 
these resolutions the consideration 
which will do justice to their patriot- 
ic spirit and promise the fulfillment of 
their patriotic aéms. 

We believe that in these days of 
earnest endeavor it is our duty to the 
nation and fatherland, imperiously de- 
manded of us by the national con- 
science to speak of these things 
openly.” 

Socialists on Submarines. 


The socialist membership in the 
reichstag has decided to present the 
following resolutions: 

“The reichstag expresses the expec- 
tation that in the negotiations concern- 
ing the employment of the submarine 
weapon everything will be avoided 
which could damage the just interest 
of neutral states and effectuate an 
unnecessary sharpening and extension 
of the war. 

“The reichstag expects, on the other 
hand, that the government will do 
everything to bring about an early

Ambassador Page has resented a 
number of specific complaints to the 
British foreign office in behalf of}, 
American claimants of the seized se- 
curities, but no reply showing what 
disposition the British government in- 
tends to make in these cases has yet 
been received. It is underst the am- 
bassador will press for an early reply. 

There is a disinclination in official 
circles to make any statement regard- 
ing the possible fate of these seized 
securities, as they constitute a form 
of contraband which has no prece- 
dent, and the government here is un- 
questionably alarmed by the threat. of 
American owners of the seized certifi- 
cates to have them rendered scraps of 
paper by petitioning the American 
courts to compel the issuing corpora- 
tions to replace them with new issues.

The effect of the Gardner amendment 
woutd be to leave the National Guard 
federalized in every respect proposed 
by the bill, but without any payment 
from the federal treasury except when 
the militiamen were called out for 
training periods. The provision of the 
Chamberlaifi bill, which is offered as 
a substitute, is a brief authorization 
of the creation of a force of 261,000 
federal volunteers by congressional 
districts, along the lines proposed by 
the proponents of the continental army. 

While the amendment has little 
chance of adoption, the debate is cer- 
tain to focus attention on weaknesses 
of the national guard system, and 
bring out the reasons which impelled 
former Secretary Garrison to advocate 
the continental plan and resign from 
the cabinet when it was rejected by 
the house committee. 

National Guard and Strike Duty. 


The house refused twice today to in- 
sert in the bill provisions designed to 
prohibit the use of the national guard 
by the states for strike duty. Repre- 
sentative London of New York, social- 
ist, and Representative Keating of Col- 
orado, democrat, were met by points of 
order when they offered amendments 
for this purpose. The house ovér- 
whelmingly sustained the ruling of the 
Chair. The struggle will be renewed 
tomorrow, but there is no prospect that 
the house will change its mind. 

A proposal by Representative Emer- 
son, of Ohio, democrat, that would 
have admitted general officers of the 
national guard to the federal service 
in command of their brigades or divi- 
sions. in time of war was defeated 
after much debate. Representative 
Emerson insisted that these men, who 
had given years to training guards- 
men, were entitled to high rank when 
the troops were used for war. Repre- 
sentative Hay declared that adoption 
of the amendment would mean the de- 
struction of the bill, since the efficien- 
oy of the army depended upon the ef- 
ficiency of its higher officers. 

The most important amendment 

laced in the bill was suggested by 

epresentative Hayden, democrat, of 
Arizona. It provides that when a regi- 
ment of national guard is sent to the 
front, a fourth battalion be organized 
from the national guard reserve to the 
fegiment’s place and to train recruits 
for the fighting lines. Under this sys- 
tem, if the entire guard were called 
out a force onetthird its total strength 
would immediately take its place at 
home to maintain order, secure and 
train recruits and insure that the fight- 
ing regiment would be kept up to full 
strength without being hampered’ by 
levies of raw recruits. It is possible 
a similar system will be devised for 
the regular regiments.

El Paso, Texas. March 22.—Kizcenti 
Visconti, of this city, after receiving de- 
talls of the murder of ‘his her, 
Enrique Visconti, wealthy Italian, at 
his ranch in the state of Chihuahua, 
Mexico, March 14, today wired the Ital- 
ian minister at Mexico City to pre- 
sent a claim for indemnity to the Car- 
ranza government. He also instructed 
the widow, a resident of Santa Rosa- 
lia, to ask that Carranza soldiers be 
sent to guard the rancl until she and 
her two sons can take possession. The 
ranch is distant from Santa Rosalia 
80 miles. 

The story of the murder was con- 
tained in a letter from Wenceslao Gar- 
cia, a cattleman of Presidio, Texas. 
Garcia obtained the details from an 
employe, Rumando Carrasco, who had 
gone to the Visconti ranch the day of 
the murder to buy cattle for Garcia. 

According to the letter, 40 or 50 men, 
supposed to be Villa bandits, appeared 
at the ranch and demanded that Vis- 
conti pay them $5,000.

Limited and primitive as it was, it car- 
ried the embryo that has developed into 
our present far-reaching system, and it 
testified to the faith of the people in edu- 
cati It was free from fads and had the 
saving grace of . It was the 
educational cradle of many men whose 
memory America honors; Washington and 
Lincoln are conspicuous among them. 
What the school pours into the hopper 
does not matter as much as what is done 
with it. What the boy thinks out for 
himself is his real nourishment. 


The Free Press is not certain that the 
rural school has outlived its usefulness; 
while admitting changed conditions, the 
point made is: “If in its present form it is 
not what it should be, instead of battering 
it, why not be bettering it?” It “spread the 
educational idea“ and for that, at least, it 
should be respected. 

There was the beginning of educational 
preparedness, which is now making such 
strong appeal to the thought and conscience 
of the country; in fact, the appeal is so 
strong and persistent, the interest so wide- 
spread, that even deserted cabins of the 
hills and valleys, here and there throughout 
the south, have their night school classes, 
as the open hills and plains have, and there 
are now more moonlit pathways from the 
fields and factories to the places where 
knowledge may be had for the asking by 
all who are earnestly seeking the light. 

The plea of our Detroit contemporary as

To write the history of Dixie is a difficult 
task. Its very authorship is strongly con- 
tested, albeit it seems on the whole to be 
rightfully claimed by Dan Emmett, of Bry- 
ant’s Minstrels, who says he wrote it in New 
York in 1859; to provide a new “walk- 
around” for the following week. 

It ig further said that the minstrels, when 
the cold weather came, much preferred the 
“Dixie” circuit, meaning the country south of 
Mason and Dixon's line, and often said to 
each other, “I wish I was in Dixie,” which 
became the motif of Daniel Decatur Emmet’s 
masterpiece. 

Dixie at once became popular and was 
sung and played on the pianos and reed or- 
gans of almost every family in the country; 
lent itself to dance music, and appeared in 
more than one version, besides the one now 
standard, which begins, “I wish I was in de 
land ob cotton, old times dar am not for- 
gotten. It is said that some twenty-five 
different versions and parodies are known 
to exist.
